“ You must remember that you 
have not got an orthodox 
Government, and you have not 
got an orthodox 'Minister of 
Héalth.”. So said Mr. Aneurin 
Bevan. the British Minister of 
Health, at yesterday's congress of 
the Building Industries National 
Council. Mr. Bevan is 
with a situation which, indeed, 
will call. for all his ingenuity and 
courage, whether he preíers to 
exercise those. virtues through 
orthodox or únorthodox channels. 
He estimates that Great Britain 
reguires up to six million new 
houses. Materials may not be so 
scarce across the Channel as they 
are on this side; yet they are by 
no means plentiful, and they are 
far more -expensive than they 
were before the war. Labour 
does not yet exist. in sufficient 
abundance for the operation of 
a fully-sized scheme of national 
rehousing, and will be compara- 
tively dear when it does become 
available. Most serious of all 


rising cost of land—the achieve- 
ment of speculators who have 
been, afid still are, quietly buying 
sites, with the notion of holding 
them for profitable sale to the 
housing committees of the local 
authorities. The Minister does 
not see why these difficulties 
should obstruct the path of a 
Labour Government, pledged to 
solve the most extensive and 
complicated housing problem that 
ever has been imposed upon his 
country. “I propose to show,” 
he says, “that Great Britain can 
achieve a solution as high as she 
achieved in the war effort.” He 
does not say how he. proposes to 
set about the task: it is a great 
thing, however, that he has re- 
devoted his Government thus 
piblicly and confidently to its 
fulfilment. Mr, Bevan insists on 
one major point, which is that the 
building of “luxury” houses 
shall not be allowed to take pre- 
cedence over the provision of 
dwellings for poor people. As 
we see it, this statement pre- 
supposes some “ regimentation ” 
of the building industry, and the 
maintenance of a strict measure 
of control by the Government. 
The average builder—here we 
speak under correction—probably 
would prefer to accept private 


to find himself a mere unit in 
a large housing scheme, sponsored 
by the Government or á local 
authority. He will not be 
allowed the choice. In other 
words, he will not be allocated 
the necessary materials. If we 
interpret Mr. Bevan correctly, 
the vast bulk of materials will be 
reserved for the public rehousing 
campaign. 

It would be interesting to know 
how Mr. Bevan hopes to reduce 
the cost of building—on which, 
as he points out, the success of 
his. Government’s programme 
depends. He does not wish to 
reduce wages. The answer seems 
to lie in the old commercial 
adage: “Small profits and quick 
returns.” A substantial cheapen- 
ing can be effected—and, no 
doubt, will be effected—by the 
“ socialisation” of land, which 
will permit the local: authorities 
to purchase sites at a reasonable 
price, and not at the price set 
upon them by the speculative 
buyers. Materials, in the natural 
course of things, will become 
cheaper as the supply of them 
increases, and as the demand 
grows. Pre-fabricated parts will 
be used to an increasing extent— 
although, according to Mr. 
Bevan, “ the main source for our 
housing programme will be the 
traditional type of building.” 
His speech, for all its lack of 
detail, deserves study on this side 
of the Channel, if only because 
of the stress that it lays on: the 
need of “ unorthodox.” methods, 
It must have become clear to our 
own Government by this. time 
that only a strong determination 
to employ every method within 
reason will permit a real drive 
for the solution of the housing 
problem in Ireland—and, par- 
ticularly, in Dublin, This week, 
happily, has brought an indica- 
tion that the end of the worst 
period of shortage of supplies is 
in sight. A certain amount of 
timber has entered the country— 
not much, perhaps, but enough 
to encourage the hope that more 
will be arriving in the near 
future. We should feel passably 
happy if we were assured that 
the Government and the local 
authorities had their plans, as it 
were, cut and dried. A com- 
prehensive statement by the 
Minister for Local Government 
would do a great deal of good. 
What the country needs is an 
assurance that everything “will be 
ready to start as soon as the 
materials are available, “We have 
pointed out more than once that 
the Government's silence on this 
subject is apt not merely to dis- 
courage the return of Irish build- 
ing operatives from Great Britain, 
but also to encourage the emigra-

“THE ‘BIGOTED LOUT”

Sirn,—This correspondence mus 
fizzle-out shortly, since “ F.M.Q.” 
of Dún Laoghaire, having spent his 
holidays in France in 1936, has cer- 
tified that the elections held through- 
out Spain that year were all in 
order, and that the Government then 
elected was accepted without dissent. 
However, this corroborative note 
may reach you before the con- 
troversy closes, I spent a few weeks 
in Barcelona just after the elections. 
Even then the monster of Fascism 
had raised its ugly head, and it was 
frequently necessary—according to 
reports appearing every other day 
in the newspapers—for crowds of 
rty-loving citizens to 
assemble in Madrid and other places 
and burn schools, convents, churches 
and other undemocratic institutions. 

One Sunday 1 attended a big 
Communist meeting which packed 
the bull-fight stadium in Barcelona. 
It was held to celebrate the release 
by the new Government: of men 
imprisoned for taking part in 1934 
in a rebellion in Asturias and other 
places against a Government which 
—as was plainly shown by the spirit 
of the meeting—must have been an 
unlawful Government. The impos- 
ing support given to the promoters 
of the meeting may be judged from 
the fact that all: the people around 
me—except for one rather coarse- 
looking fellow, who seemed to be 
of the labouring class—were all of 
a véry respectable business type. 
This was confirmed by the fact that 
fully a quarter of them left the 
meeting place in taxis, with which 
vehicles Barcelona at that time was 
very well supplied. Their fervour for 
their cause will be appreciated when 
I say that during some disorder, 


fortunately, allowed to begin to 
address the meeting, the crowd rose 
to a fine frenzy that I have seen 
equalled only at an Ulster Protes- 
tant League meeting, in Belfast, 
when word went round that there 
was a Papist Pressman present. 

I am aware that all this is of little 
help to your paper in its task of 
informing its readers of what is 
happening in Spain to-day. But, 
perhops, now that the war is over, 
‘F.M.Q.” will soon be - spending 
another holiday in France, or mak- 
ing a cruise to the Norwegian fiords, 
which will enable him to bring us 
up to date on the situation.—Yours, 
eic., i H. KENNEDY.

Regular Inspection 

It was an unpleasant job on a 
wild winter’s night to cover the 
mile of slobland lying between her 
berth and the Port Control Head- 
quarters on Alexandra, Quay.

The Port Control officers inspected 
the. seals on the dismantled radio, 
and had a general look round the 
ship, taking in the engine-room.and 
wheelhouse, to see that everything 
was ih order.
